-Many-Applicanis Rejected in 
Past Because of Minor Physical 
Defects May Re-apply for Re- 
examination 


_A relaxation of physical stand- 
ards for enlistments in the U. S. 
Navy and the Naval Reserve was 
announced this week by the 
Navy Department. In. comment- 
ing on this action, the Navy De- 
partment announcement stated 
that numerous men who in past 
months have sought to enlist and 
have been rejected’on the basis 
‘of minor physical defects will, 
because of the modification of 
physical standards, be- encourag- 
ed to re-apply for enlistment in
